Our  plants  are  taken  from  a  new  bed  on  new  land  and 
are  extra  well  rooted.  Plants  are  dug  fresh  every  day,  and  dressed  and  tied  in 
bunches  of  25,  packed  to  arrive  in  good  live  condition.  Certificate  of  inspection 
accompanies  each  order.  All  varieties  we  grow  are  perfect  bloom.  They  do  not 
need  to  be  pollenized  with  other  varieties  to  make  them  fruit.  We  have  the  fol¬ 
lowing  varieties  to  offer: 

Senator  Dunlap— Midseason.  A  prolific  bearer  of  medium  to  large  berries, 
Adopted  to  a  wide  range  of  Boils  and  climate.  Grown  practically  all  over  the 
United  States.

Also  the 
largest  berry  of  its  season.  Ripening  only  about  a  week  after  premier.  Very 
pleasing  flavor.  Fine  for  home  use  and  canning.  Prices— 150  plants  $1.00—500 
$2.50—1100  $4.50  postpaid. 

Progressive  Lvtrbearing— 1 The  Standard  everbearer.  Medium  size  sweet 
berry.  A  prolific  bearer  if  season  is  favorable.  Not  adopted  to  Oklahoma  and 
dry  sections  unless  you  practice  irrigation  as  it  will  not  stand  dry  weather 
Prices — $1.00  per  100— $7  50  per  1000  postpaid. 

New  Mastoden— The  largest  and  best  everbearer  ever  introduced.  As  large 
as  Aroma.  Our  plants  set  March  1st  began  bearing  June  1st  and  bore  contin¬ 
uously  till  late  November.  A  shy  plant  maker.  Hence  the  high  price.  Wa 
have  the  genuine  Mastoden.

Fruit  trees  and  grape  vines  should  be  planted  in  February  or 
March  and  not  later  than  April  1.

Directions— for  growing  strawberries. 

Flow  ground  de?p  and  prepare  level.  Set  plants  in  row*  3|  to  4  ft.  apart  by 
18  in.  to  2  ft.  apart  in  the  row,  do  not  set  in  furrows  as  they  might  g  t  covered 
up  after  heavy  rains,  cultivate  as  soon  as  weea  growth  starts  and  continue  at  in¬ 
tervals  of  2  weeks  during  the  whole  growing  season  or ’till  about  Sept.  1st. 
Keep  entirely  free  from  weeds  and  grass  by  hoeing  an  1  hand  weeding.  Keep 
blossoms  picked  off  to  induce  them  to  make  runners  and  set  new  piants.  The 
blossoms  may  be  allowed  to  remain  on  ever  bearers  after  the  middle  of  Julj"  and 
tl  ey  will  fruit  in  the  fall.
